Society or Town through which he is to pafs: "Tis 
reported that Cardinal Accaioli Vice-Dean of the 
Sacred College, will have the Adminiftration of the 
Government during the Abfence of his Holinefs. 

They write from Bafil of the 16th, Thar the 
Count de Monafterole was arriv’d there from Paris, 
in his way from the Court of France to the Elector 
of Bavaria his Mafter ; and that all the Paffages 
being guarded by the Imperialifts, 800 Bavarians are 
detach’d towards the Lake of Conftance, to convoy 
him fafely to the Elector. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 21. 

_ They write from Genoa of the 25th of laft month, 
That the Sunday before feveral Veffels perith’d by 
a violent Tempeft ; that a Neapolitan Veffel, bound 
to! Catalonia with Soldiers, having put into that 
Port fome days before, the Soldiers took up Arms, 
and compell’d their Officers to fet them on fhore, 
and afterwards. refus'd to reeembark. 

They write from Frankfort of the 17th, That the 
States of Swabia which affembled at Heilbron, are 
broken up, and will meet again at Nuremburg after 
Chriftmas, to take a final Refolution,in conjunction 
with tho States of the Circle of Franconia,on thePro- 
_ pofitions made to them on the Part of the Emperor. 

From the Paris Gazette, a la main, dated Dec. 22. 

The number of Batrallions that are to ferve next 
Campaign in Flanders is augmented to 207, and 
’tis faid for certain,that the Duke de Berry will ferve 
as a Volunteer under his Brother the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, ‘Tis difcours‘d at prefent,that the King will 
not {end the 12000 Men tothe Elector of Bavaria, 
(as has been reported for fome Weeks paft) but that 
the Elector will raife that number of Men in his 
own Country, at the King’s Expence; to which end 
the neceflary Sums are remitted to him by the hands 
of the Bankers of Ausburg. ; 

Marfhal Catinat, being grown old and infirm, has 
obtain’d leave of the King to retire from the Service. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 23. 

We have advice, That on the 11th inftant the 
Marquefs de Grignan, Lieutenant General of Pro- 
vence, open’d the Affembly of the Eftates of thar 
Province, in which it was refolv’d unanimoufly, to 
make the King a Free Gift of 700000 Livres. ; 

They write from Metz of the 13th, That all is 
quiet at Nancy and throughout Lorraine ; which is 
owing to the Difcipline kept by the Troops: Two 
Companies of the Duke of Lorraine’s Guards are 
Garrifon’d in the Caftle of Nancy,and no Frenchman 
cari go into it without leave from his Officer. His 
Highnefs comes thither every Week to hold a Council, 
and returns toLuneville,A great quantity of Artillery 


and Ammunition is brought thither. They are at 

work on the Fortifications of that Place, and filling. 

the Magazines with Provifions and Forrage. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 26. 

Drefden, Dec. 16. We have Advice by an Exprefs, 
That the 7600 Saxons which the King of Poland 
has put into the Emperor’s Service, are arriv’d be- 
twixt Pilzen and Egra in Bohemia, on the Frontier 
of the Upper Palatinat of Bavaria ; And there are 
1400 Recruits here, that are going to joyn thofe 
Regiments. 

They write from Vienna of the 13th, That the 
Sieur Oppenheym a Jew has undertaken to furni(h 
12000 Horfes to remount the Emperor’s Cavalry, for 
two Millions of Gulders which are affign’d to him ; 
and that a great number of experienc’d Officers 
are order’d from Vienna to the Bithoprick of Saltz- 
burg, to take upon them the Command of 80ce 
Men of the Militia, which that Bifhop has rais'd to 
defend his Country from any Irruption of the Bava- 
rians, 

Letters from Liege of the 22d fay, That the 
Eftates of that Principality were ftill affembled there, 
that they had come to no Refolution yet on the Pro- 
pofitions made to them in the Name of his Imperial 
Majefty ; but that they had fent Deputies to the 
Elector of Cologne, with the allowance of the Em- 
peror’s Minifters and of Count Tilli who com- 
mands the Dutch Garrifon in Liege, to reprefent to 
him the neceffity they lye under to conform them- 
felves to his Imperial Majefty’s Pleafure. The 
Breaches of the Citadel of Liege are almoft per- 
fectly repair’d ; and 1000 Men are perpetually at 
work to make new Fortifications for the Defence of 
that Place. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 28. 

Berlin, Dec. 19. His Pruffian Majefty has order’d 
Te Deum to be Sung on the 26th of this Month 
throughout his Dominions, for the Succefs of the 
Allies this laft Campaign. And has given out Com- 
miffions for new Levies of 10000 Men, to be eme- 
ploy’d in his Army next Year. 


Falmouth, Dec. 23. This day went out hence the 
Mansbridge Packet-Boat for Lisbon ; the fame day 
came in here the King William Packet-Boat for the 
Weft-Indies. 

Plymouth, Dec. 29. This day failed hence feveral 
Danith Ships for St. Ubes, as did alfo the P. Bugene 
a Dutch Privateer a Cruifing; the Margaret of Lon- 
don for Leghorne, and the St. Anthony for Oporto, 
the Levorina and Fortune of Zurickzee for Dublin, 
and the Bonadventure ditto for Lisbon, the Hound 
for Scilly : At the fame time came in the Providence 
of Limerick from Dublin for Rotterdam. This Even- 
ing came in moit of the abovefaid Ships, being put 
back by contrary Winds. 

Cowes, Dec. 30. This day came in the Providence 
of Colchefter, as did alfo the Hannah of Londow 
bound for Oporto. Yefterday failed al] the Ships: 
bound to the Weftward. 

Deale, Dec. 31. Her Majefty’s Ship the Ipfwich, 
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Royal-Oak, Woolwich, Chefter, Poftillion, are now 
in the Downes. As for the outward bound, we pre- 
fame they are all return’d, but being fo many, and 
fo much diipers’d, we cannot be particular. 

Harvich, Dec. 31. This day fail’d the Hambourg 
Fleer with their Convoy for Hambourg. 


London, Jan. 1. This Morning a Fire broke out 
in Sergeants Inn in Fleetftreet 5 by which the Hall 
was conium’d, but the Honfes about it efcap’d.
